Street Vendor Proposal Goes 
To Supervisors on Monday 


-SAN ERANCISCO The 
Sidewalk street vending proposal 
made by .SF Supervisor John 
Molinari two months ago (五 / 球 
8/17/83) passed the board's Public 
Protection Committee last Thursday 
night. It will go to the full board 
for consideration this Monday， 
October 24. 

The Street Vending Task Force 
setupbythemayorin Augusttosettle 
this issue, recommended Molinari's 
proposal to the Public Protection 
Committee. 

ONE-TIME FEE 

Molinari s proposal，which was 
favored by Mayor Dianne Feinstein， 
limits sidewalk vending to the 
Chinatown/North Beach area. 

Merchants wishing to display 
their merchandise on the sidewalks 
would have to pay a o7te-ti7ze $50 
permit fee and could only sell 
merchandise they normally sell 
inside their stores. They would not 
be able to“sub-lease”their portion 
of the sidewalk to other merchants or 
peddlers. 

Molinari felt the restrictions on 


Sub-leasing would preventthetype of 
cluttering of the sidewalks that has 
occurred in the past. The Supervisor 
Imentioned that this past situation 
Was an esSpecially hazardous one for 
many of the senior citizens in 
Chinatown. 

The proposalalso calls forheight 
and length restrictions of the display 
areas to _ ensure public safety and 
health. Displays would be restricted 
to three feet off the' ground and two 
feet out from the shop. 

The Public “Protection 
Committee's approval of Molinari s 
proposal also meant the defeat of 
Supervisor Wendy Nelders 
sidewalk vending proposal， Her 
proposal, made in July, would have 
allowed sidewalk vending city-wide 
in accordance with present health an 
safety guidelines. 

INSURANCE 

Molinari, who was pleasedbythe 
Task Force's Tecommendation， 
noted that one change inhis proposal 
was the requirements of liability 
insurance by a merchant who wants 
to use the city'"s sidewalk to display

FIRST DRIVE 

George Ando, vice-president of 
the Asian- American Federation of 
Union Members (AAAEUM), stated 
“his is the first majorunion drive 
ainong 开 oreanAmericans in the city 
and perhaps in the nation.” 

AAFUML the Service 
Employees Union (SEIU) Janitors 
Local 87, and other supporters of the 
Korean janitors held a press 
conference atthe steps ofthe Federal 
Building in San Francisco to 


alinounce their Support for the 
Unionizing ， drive， “The ”press 
conference Preceded a pre-election 
hearing of the National Labor 
Relations Board (NLRB)，which 
took place at the FEederal Building.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 In order 
to protect existing Sunlight, the SFE 
Planning Commission voted last 
week to lower building heights for 


portions of the Six-block area 
SUrrounding the Chinese 
Playground. 


The commission voted 5-1 in 


their merchandise. 

“TI don't think the additional 
insurance will be prohibitive,”

TIMING 

“We're not speaking against the 
Proposal，only the timing of it,” 
stated Louis Hop Lee, vice chairman 
of CIA.

INIOLERABLE CONDIIIONS 
The SFE Human Rights 
Commission lastApril foundthatthe 
janitors worked under “intolerable 
working conditions: 12 hour days， 
seven days a Week,atbelowminimum 


Wages.” 
The report continued，TIento 12 
Workers “ were ”crowded into 


company-owned apartments where 
they slept on the floor; the rent was 
taken from their checks; they were 
kept in isolation; and ferried to and 
from work in company vans.” 

Jacobs affrimed the 
commission's ftndings.”“IheKorean 
janitors are getting paidless thanhalf 
the prevailing wage for janitors and 
none of them are employed by 
standards acceptable by ouUT 
standards.” 

He explained that the Pre- 
election hearingbythelaborboard is 
basically to set the date for the 
NLRB-supervised elections，which 
will be held on November 10.

Making It Is Not Enough 


Asian Pacific Americans whohave managedtoreach 
a management level in the corporate world should 
remember that they have not done this alone. Given a 
world without the demands for affirmative action，and 
without the constant scrutiny by community groups and 
leaders，many American businesses，Uunfortunately， 
would probably not think twice，or even once,，abonut 
promoting or hiring a white person rather than a person 
of color if the two had similar abilities and experience.

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Sen. Matsunaga Introduces Bil 
To Establish Peace Academy

WASHINGTON 一 Aproposal 


by Senator Spark M. Matsunaga of 


Hawaii to establish a national peace 
academy has just passed through a 
Senate committee and is expected to 
Ieach the Senate floor next month. 

“Recent world events, including 
the loss of an unarmed civilian 
airliner with 269 people aboard and 
the escalating conflict in Lebanon 
areeVvijdence oftheneedtorenew and 
reaffirm our dedication to peace,” 
Said Matsunaga. 

Redouble Efforts 

TIhe Senator from the S$0th state 
told acongregation ofthe Holy Cross 
Church in Hilo，Hawaii，that the 
country “must redouble its efforts to 
find effective peaceful means of 
Tesolving international conflicts.” 

Matsunaga introduced the 
Senate bill in February 1983, which 
Would establish the UPitea States 
4cade1z7y or Peace. In a statement 
release by the Senator, he specified 
that the academy would be a 
“private， non-profit “corporation 
funded in part by the federal 
government.” 

Elma Henderson, an aide to Sen. 
Matsunaga，explained that the bill 
authorizes $6 million in funds to the 
academy from the government，IL 
also authorizes the spending $7.5 
million during the first year for the 
construction of the Academy 
headquarters. 

“The Senate anticipates that the 
federal government would continue 
to fund the academy,”Henderson 
TIemarked. She mentioned that the 
academy would also be allowed to 
receive gifts and donations. 

Respond to Needs 

The press statement continued， 
“The academy would respond to the 
needs and concerns of Congress, the 
上 Executive “ Branch and the 
还 dividuals and organizations in the 
private 。 Sector and voluntary 
asSSociations.” 

Henderson clarified that the 
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Academy would respond to the 
needs ”and ， coneerns of the 
aforementioned people and groups in 
an“advisory capacity.” 

“It would offer_ graduate and 
Post-graduate educational programs 
for academic credit; conducttraining 
workshops and other continuing 
education Services for public and 
private organizations andindividuals 
and increase theirconflictresolution 
Skills，and conduct research and 
disseminate information about its 
findings， Henderson told 
下 asYWJrest from her Washington， 
DC ofice. 

Matsunaga noted that the 
“concept of a federal institution 
devoted to peace Iesearch and 
education ”is a rather old concept in 
American history. 

George Washington 有 

“George Washington urged the 
former colonists to include “a proper 
peace _ establishment”within their 
new government,” the Hawaiian 
]awmaker observed. 

“In this century， the idea 
reappeared in 1935$，when Senator 
Matthew M. Neely of West Virginia 
introduced legislation providing for 
the establishment of a federal 
department of peace. More than 100 
Similar “proposals ” have been 
introduced in Congress since 1935.” 


None ofthese previous proposals 
to establish a peace institution went 
past the House or Senate committee 
level ”Matsunaga's legislative 
proposal has already passed the 
Senate's Labor and Human 
Resources Committee and the 
Senator hopes to get it on the Senate 
foor in November. 

Henderson -commented that the 
bill has received a“very favorable 
reaction” in the Senate. Fifty-four of 
the Senate's 100 Senators have 
Signed on as co-Sponsors of the bill. 

First Priority 

Should the bill pass the Senate， 
the first priority would be the 
formation of a 19-member Board of 
Directors who would oversee the 
Academy. 

The bill states that four members 
of the board are to be appointed 
jointly by the House Speaker and 


Senate Pro Tem. These four 
members would be from the 
CongresS. 

Eleven _ directors ”would be 


appointed by the 了 President and 
approved by the Congress. The last 
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four members of the board would be 
ex-officio directors. 

This last group includes the 
Secretary of State; Secretary of 
Defense; Director of the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency; 
and the Commandant ofthe National 
Defense University, formerly known 
as the War College, which is located 
at Fort McNair near Washington 
DC. 

Satellite Centers 

Henderson attirmed that the 
Academy of Peace.would be 
headquartered in the nation's capital 
with Several satellite 。 centers 
throughoutthe country. The decision 
on the location of the satellite centers 
would be made by the board. 

Matsunaga does not believe the 
establishment of the Academy of 
Peace would immediately eliminate 
the country's need for weapons. He 
did， however， believe that the 
Academywould "bring concrete hope 
to mankind by gradually developing 
alternatives to war,” 


“IT _ believe that an outmoded 
reliance on war and the weapons of 
War as the' ultimate solution for

Tom Chinn Prepares for Nov. Election 


SACRAMENTO - City Coun- 
cil candidate Tom Chinn easily 
garnered the top vote-getting posi- 
tion in the Sacramento pIimary 
election held late last month. He 
Won .46% of the votes;i his closest 
opponent，Tim Howe，received 
only 32%. Without over 502% of 
the total votes cast, however, the 
two- imnen must now face each 
other in a final election scheduled 
for November 8， 

Chinn _ attributed his prelimi- 
nary Victory to his “broad-based 
support.”“They were not all ne- 
cessarily Asians，oT people from 
any particular area. It Was 3 gT3SS- 
roots effort,”he stressed . 

He said that for the final，his 
goal is to get more people out to 
vote. “TI had quite a bit of suppor- 
ters,，but some did not come out 
to vote (in the primary) because 
the polls showed that I was so far 
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ahead.” Chinn stressed that，to 
him “every vote counts.” 

Of three other candidates who 
had run in the Primary election， 
two of them have already announ- 
ced their support of Chinn for the 
council seat.“Im working on the 
third one, ”the candidate noted. 

Howe was the legislative aide 
to US Congressiman Vic Fazio of 
Saciamento. Chinn admitted that 
his opponent has fought;, and w 计 
continue to fight，a tough cam- 
paign.“He's used to running cam- 
paigns for legislators and Con- 
greSsmen,” observed the deputy 
to the state architect， 

Chinn also told EcostJest that 
he felt Howe had run what he 
called a “negative” campaign. 
“He's said some things against me 


in private.”Rather than focusing 
on his opponents negative points， 
however，Chinn emphasized that 
he wants people to campare qua- 
lifications.“I have 20 years local 
experience. He was a paid staff 
person, and now.he's taking credit 
for the work done by the Con- 
外 essman.” 

Though Chinn and his suppor- 
ters have their work cut:out for 
them，one campaign staffer ex- 
claimed,“Werre going to win that 
electionl!” 

Of the three other candidates 
Who had run in the primary elec- 
tion, two of them have already an- 
nounced their Support of Chinn

So listen carefully when someone 
tells you that he is going fishing in 
Chinese. The “ive ones” he catches 
may not be fish .

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LA Elderly Housing 
Project Open to All 


LOS ANGELES 一 A ten-year 
efiortto develop low-costhousing for 
the elderly in Los Angeles` 
Chinatown -has resulted ”in 
construction Which recently began 
and which is expected to reach 
completion in November 1984. 

According to Margaret Leo, the 
Los Angeles City Community 
Redevelopment Ag'ency”s 
Chinatown Projectmanager,the$22 
milllon housing project is badly 
needed by the city's elderly. 

Worst Conditions 

“There is a severe housing 
Shortage in Los Angeles's 
Chinatown,” Leo “emphasized. 
“And the worst living conditions are 
those of the _ elderly and limited 
income.” 

工 he project was organizedby the 
Chinese Committee on Aging- 
Housing Corporation，a non-profit 
corporation headedby Dr. Lewis Au 
of Downey，California. 

Au mentioned that Several 
attempts were made the past ten 
years to Secure funding for a Senior 
citizens housing project butall failed 
for various reasons，Jn_ fact，the 
committee in 1979 had submitted an 
application for funding to the federal 
Housing and Urban Department and 
was rejected.Ihey resubmitted 
another proposal forfundingto build 
low-cost housing for the elderly and 
it was finally accepted by HUD. 


The federal department 
Subsidized the housing project to the 
tune of $19.5 “million. The 


committee"s project is also receiving 
$2.5 millon from the city of Los 


”Angeles. 


The housing project will: be 
located at Sunset Blvd，and 
Broadway, 和 LA'S Chinatown and 
will be called the Cathay Manor 
Elderly Housing Project. 

Auexpressed his hopethat many 
of the residents will be low-income 
Chinese senior citizens, who, as Leo 
mentioned before， live in 
Substandard conditions, 

Both Au and Leo，however， 
specified that because the project is 
recelving federal funds，it must 
adhere to basic HUD requirements 
concerning federally-funded housing 
Projects. 

HUD reqguinesthe 
announcement of the availability of 
low-income housing be presented to 
all people in the area. Also,since 让 
designated as 3a Senior citizens 
project,， Cathay Manor is restricted 
to Seniors 62 year S Or older with a 
maximum annual income of$10,500 
Per year.

The project will have 270 one- 
bedroom units， 208 of them 
available to senior citizens and the 
other two are for the manager and 
assistant manager. 


Au could not say whether other | 


tenant eligibility requirements would 
give _ preference for seniors who 
became displaced due to private 
development within the Chinatown 
area or Whether preference would be 
given to US citizens only or to non- 
English speaking Senior citizens. 

“It's too early to have specific 
tenant eligibility requirements,”Anu 
explained. “We will come out with 
them about two months before the 
project is completed.” 

Aus committee will select a 
managementcompanytohelp decide 
the criteria for tenant eligibility. 

Leo mentioned that HUD 
establishes the rent for these 
federally-funded housing projects 
and residents only have to pay 309%6 
oftheir income to pay forrent.

British and Chinese governments 
Work out an agreement over its 
future, reported the 也 4 7771zes. 

While some “passports are 
acquired under Special investment 
Plans developed by foreign countries 
Seeking to attract Hong 开 ong 


Tesidents ”with ”promises of 
Permanent resident visas or 
citizenship to those who buy 


businesses abroad，some appear to 
have been illegally_ obtained，and 
quite a few are forged， 

Canada has emerged as the most 
popular destination. Inquiries about 
and applications to the US and 
Australia, however, have also risen. 
Not only are the nearby Asian 
countries Such as Singapore，the 
Philippines，Taiwan and Thailand 
Wooing the Hong Kong 
industrialists” money，but also 
Northern Ireland, Canada, and even 
Some American cities. 

With the increased interest in 
obtaining travel documents， one 
immigration Specialist with aleading 
American law firm noted that“for 
every legitimate Scheme, such as the 
government-approved investment 
plans in Australia or Northern 
Ireland or Singapore, there are 100 
other Tackets.” 


He predicted that as people 
become more frightened and more 
panicked，the more they will be 
willing to apply for visas to 
ensure their ability to leave Hong 
Kong. Several persons have already 
been arrested for crimes related to 
forged，stolen or illegally acquired 
travel documents. 

Canada， Which last ”year 
attracted about 5,500 Hong Kong 
immigrants，is No. 1 on the 
destination list because of its more 
liberal immigration policies, its large 
Chinese commnunities,-and its three- 
year ITequirement for obtaining 
citizenship. (IntheUsS,animmigrant 
must wait normally for five years; in 
other countries, the wait may be 38 
long as ten years.) 

The underlying problem which 
many ofthe fleeing residents point to 
is their Chinese nationality. They fear 
that once China Tecovers posseSsion 
of the colony, they will be unable to 
leave，. 

However，even those holding 
Hong 了 ong British passports feel 
they are not in better positions to 
depart，Under an act which came 
into _ effect last January， their 
passports declaretheyhavenorightto 
live in the United Kingdom and that 
they are now Subject to imnmigration 
controls.

“If you want to Save money， 
dont go during the popular 
Seasons,” Yao advised.“You won't 
get intothebest places.

In Beijing 10newhotels are 
being constructed with two or three 
settoopenin 1984.One wayyoucan 
Save moneyhowever is by the airline 
which you use,”Mak advised. 

Some other Places mentioned

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Traveling on One's Own 


In China: Hard, Worthwhile 


By PAUL JUSTI 

GUANGZHOU China's 
open door policy to the West is 
usually described in terms of 
technical exchanges，joint ventures 
and greater trade with the West. But 
perhaps the most signicant aspect 
of this policy is the ability of 
foreigners to travel on their own in 
China. 

JIndividual travel not only keeps 
the cost down 一 thus allowing more 
people to visit China 一 it also allows 
for much freer contact between the 
people of China and the people of 
other countries. 

REALITY 

Of course, visitors to China are not 
permitted to Simply wander around 
China at will; they are restricted to a 
list of 29 officially approved cities-. 
Nonetheless， individual ”。 travel 
allows much closer contact with 
the reality of China than is possible 
through group travel，accompanied 
by a government-appointed guide. 

Based on two previous trips to 
China, once in atour group and once 
in 3a study group，[ feel that the 
Presence of an official guide has a 
certain Stultifying _ effect on any 
contact with Chinese people. 

The air of authority that 
Surrounds these guides givespauseto 
anyone wanting to ask about 
Western lifestyles， morality or 
politics，(Ihe same is _ true for 
Westerners wanting to ask similar 
questions of the Chinese.) 

Many things have changed in 
China, but one attitude still persists: 
the less _ contact with officials，the 
better.

Chinese Americans into the 
expensive embrace of the China 
JInternational Travel Service，even 
though visas can be easily obtained 
from 3a number of different travel 
agents in Hong 玉 ong.

Americans have no difficulty in 
obtaining visas from “ Chinese 
consulates in the US). 

The advantages of individual 
travel first became apparent in 
Guangzhou， Where “we “WwWere 
approached by an English-speaking 
Chinese man in his fifties who 
offered to be our unofficial guide in 
Guangzhou. 

He represented a new class of 
individuals arising under the 
economic policies of Deng Xiao- 
ping: the wheeler-dealer，operating 
outside the state-run economy and 
relying on his wits to Survive (and 
prosper). In NY City, he would be 
called a “hustier.” 

JOSEPH 

Our “guide "toldushis name was 
Joseph; when asked his Chinese 
name, he simply gave atransliteration 
of Joseph. He said he“worked in an 
office helping young people find 
work,”ajob at which he only had to 
work five hours aday. Butforeach of 


the four days we spent in 
Guangzhou， he spent most of each 
day with us. 


Joseph generously brought us 
Soft drinks, ice creams and numerous 
bottles of beer and said he was only 
interested in helping us see 
Guangzhou. But 让 quickly became 
apparent that he was equally 
apparent in exchanging regular 
Chinese money for the foreign 
exchange notes wereceived when we 
converted our money from dollars. 

With the forelign exchange notes， 
he would be able to shop in the 
Friendship Store，usually reserved 
for foreigners，where the products 
are of better ea and in greater 
Supply， 

He offered us an attractive 
exchange rate: 1.2 jza712 re7271277227 
for every 1 jzxamr of foreign

exchange notes (Eriendship 
money, as Joseph called it). 

He claimed it was all right for us 
to _ exchange money with him， since 
he“wasn't a big money changer.” 
But when 工 questioned him in 
Chinese about changing money,， he 
quickly cautioned me not to speak 
Chinese. Atthat point, Idecided not 
to change any money with him. 

RAISED EYEBROWS 

A 29-year-old Frenchman with 
whom we shared ahotel room didnot 
share my reservations, however, and 
changed nearly 5$00 )zxa7z ($250) 
with Joseph. The transactions were 
usually in S0 or 100 zxa7m amounts. 

Joseph was -usually very open 
about handing over 60 or 120 jza7m 
7e1z7111111D5 even though passers-by 
inyvariably raised their eyebrows at 3 
Chinese person handing over Such a 
relatively large sum of money to a 
foreigner. (IThe average workers 
Imonthly salary is only 2 50 
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Ja711). 
When it came time to give him 
the foreign exchange notes, though， 


Joseph was much more cautious. He ， 


insisted the money be slipped 
between the pages of a Chinese 
newWspaper and the paper handed 
discreetly back to him. 了 Even though 
he claimed not to be a big money 
changer，he seemed Prepared to 
exchange asmuchmoneyas he could 
With us. 

When I again questioned him 
about the legality of what he was 
doing，he said he had exchanged 
money with hundreds of tourists and 
there were no problems. He added 
that such transactions were in fact 
Very widespread.“Actually, the taxi 
drivers _ are becoming the new 
bankers because they have first 
access to the tourists and their 
Friendship money,”he said. 

“Money is energy,” he explained 
and the _ current policies allow the 
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Chinese government to tap the 
country”s greatest energy Source 一 
the Chinese people themselves. He-. 
maintained that the Chinese farmers 
arethe main beneficiaries ofpolicies 
represented by Such sljogans as， Itis 
glorious to be rich.… 

“The peasants are even better o 住 
than the people in the cities, he 
claimed.Ihe reason he gave wasthat in 
many places，the opportunities for 
farmers to earn more 一 for instance 
through private plots or raising 
ducks 一 are greater than for city- 
dwellers. But Joseph acknowledged 
that the opportunities to SPDe1Q 
money remain far higher in the city 
than in the countryside. 

TIhe degree to which rural 
incomes have increased under the 
policies of Deng Xiao-ping Were 
indicated in an article in -CNzzaa 
Da China's English-language 
paper. It reported that Some rural 
families are making in excess of - 
10,000 jza7 annually. 


PROSPERITY 

This almost unheard-of 
prosperity is _giving rise to a new 
term，mwa1UQ1HN2U Or 10,000 jazz 
household. The government is trying 
to discourage the use of this term， 
however, possibly because it fosters 
a Sense of social stratification 
between the rich and the not-So-rich 
families. 

The government prefers the term 
dia7z)tza1zijaz or thousand yuan 
household, perhaps so more families 
canbeincluded inthe “upper-class.” 

Beyond voicing his Support for 
the nation of Private initiatiVe， 
Joseph was Very reluctant to disctuss 
any political issues， Usually very 
talkative，his response to even the 
mostbanalpolitical questions Was to 
look away-. 

His reluctance “was certainly 
understandable: he experienced the 
other side of Chinese politics，he 
said.， During the Cultural 
Revolution，he was abused simply 
because he played the trumpet. 


UNCERTAIN 

He did say that he was uncertain 
about the permanence of the current 
economic policies.“Maybe in a few 
years，after Deng Xiao-ping dies， 
things will not be So good,” he 
speculated. 

But if Joseph feared the kind of 
drastic policy reversals that often 
characterize Chinese politics, it was 
not evident in his behavior， He 
clearly enjoyed his contact with 
Westerners and was eager for 
information on life outside China. 

He showed pride in his 7Tyes 
Classiqgxe jeans from Hong 玉 ong， 
and his digital watch and electronic 
cigarette lighter. He also plays the 
trumpet again. 

JIn fact, from what we Saw of his 
lifestyle，it seems to be a bold 
statement that material incentives 
and contact with the West are 
esSsential for China:s development. 
Suchbeliefs may once again tur into 
a Severe political liability for him. 
But he seems willing to take that 
chance in his attempts to welcome 
foreigners to China and to embody 
the new Spirit ofhustle thati is alive in

After India,thetraveler went into 
Burma，where he was issued only a 
one-Week visa. “You gotta imove 
fast, ”he chuckled.“Burma was just 
opened up [for tourists] in the mid- 
60s. It was closed before that, and 
was an isolated socialist country.2” 
Wongreported that many factions ip 
the north and central part of Burma 
are still at war. 

After his prolonged period of 
relative Silence in India，arriving in

Though he cautioned against 
making generalized statements about

addresses [from people I met] and 
would knock on the person's door. 
They would not know me，bnut 
[welcomed] me....Igotto meetand 
got to know .Some locals，and they 
were equally curious about me,” 
BAD IMPRESSION 

Wong had some Strong feelings 
about Asian Americans traveling im 
Asia.“Some people might giveabad 
impression of the Chinese of 
America,” 
Said he Was conscious of his role as 
TIepIesentative of Chinese 
Americans.“All in all, people think 
of "Americans” as being white. TIhe 
people I met would say，You don't 
look American，”- 

Over the course of his travels， 


Wong admitted that his own 
perspective about himself as an 
American “changed. “At the 


beginning，I would say that 工 was 
Chinese. Peoplewouldlook at meand 
then ask 让 I was from Beijing. When 
TI was going through immigraiton in 
Hong Kong, [put down my nation-

He said thatblending in was all a 
matter of what he called “body 
language.”

IN DANGER 

When asked if he ever felt in 
danger being on his own, especially 
in Some of the more remote areas，

“Paranoia，you ve got to set 让

“I headed into the woods，the 
jungle. 工 was ready to deal with 
bandits，but 工 was more afraid of 
tigers. [knew they [tigers] were out 
therej 工 _ sensed them,” Wong 
laughed， Instead, at the end of the 
trail，Wong came upon a small 
Villase. 

“When Iwalked into the village，; 
the people ran into their houses. I

armies coming from Burmna and 
insurgents from Ihailand passing 
through. Ifeltevery eye inthe village 
Watching me from every nook and 
cranny,” he recalled. 

“When I think back on that I 
Say，That's so incredible ”.. 


Upon reflection， the artist 
remarked,，“A lot of things 工 did， 
when Ithink back . . . Surprise me 
now. But;”he quickly added“given 
the same Situation, 工 would do the 
Same thing once 工 was out there.” 

The one thing he would change， 
however, ls to read more abonut the 
countries which he visited before he 
had gone.“I would ve appreciated 
the ruins more,”Ssaid Wong.“For 
me [then], I would look at the rocks 
and See how long ago they were 
made. Ifound out when I got back 
what they meant.” 

TIhough he readily exclaimed 
that what he“got out of the trip wii 
last a lifetimne,”he admitted that he 
still has that wanderlust.
